Thank you for making those arrangements. There is an error in the 
map. You have the entrance for carpool at the driveway entrances that 
are only used for emergencies, not the primary gate entrance just wet 
of there. So, it appears as if the entrance will be blocked off. What 
we'll have to do, as you can see in the attached map, is to have 
families completely reverse carpool. Take a look at the one dated
